Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submissions filed on 3 May 2012 have been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 6-8. 10-12. 14-17. 19-21. 23. 26 and 27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: These claims have 
previously been allowed seven times, most recently in an Office action mailed 3 February 
2012. Applicant vacated that allowance by filing an RCE with IDS, which has been 
considered. The claims (as made of record 6 January 2010) are still allowable for the 
reasons given in the Office actions mailed 25 June 2010, 8 October 2009 and 27 June 2005. 

4. It is noted for applicant's benefit that only two of the 1 2 documents cited on the 3 May 201 2 
IDS are prior art. These references (Saulpaugh et al. and Peacock) deal with electronic 
device addressing. They appear to have very little relevance to the instant application. 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of 
Reasons for Allowance."
